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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire: 

I   take   pleasure   in   submitting   my   sixth   annual   report   as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

The  school  year  1953-1954  started  with  the  following  per- 
sonnel : 

Mrs.  Esther  Prescott,  principal  and  teacher  of  grades  4-6 

Mrs.  Mildred  Crowell,  teacher  of  grades  1-3 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  teacher  of  music 

Miss  Mary  Shea,  school  nurse 

Miss  Mary  Quigley,  teacher  of  handwriting 

There  Avas  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  Mrs- 
Esther  Prescott  of  Kensington,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers' 
College  and  a  former  teacher  in  this  town,  replaced  Mrs.  Edith 
Clough  as  Principal  and  teacher  of  Grades  4-6.  The  staff  is 
conscientious  and  experienced  and  is  working  diligently  to  pro- 
vide good  training  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

When  school  opened,  there  were  twenty-seven  students  in 
Grades  1-3  and  forty-three  students  in  Grades  4-6.  It  was  de- 
cided to  divide  the  members  of  Grade  4  betAveen  the  two  class- 
rooms and  in  this  Avay  give  each  teacher  nearer  the  same  number 
of  students.  The  disadvantage  of  this  is  that  Mrs.  Crowell  has 
four  grades  to  teach  instead  of  three.  This  situation  should  not 
continue  for  more  than  this  year  for  it  is  a  backward  step.  It 
is  expected  that  when  the  large  sixth  grade  of  fifteen  members 
leaves  the  school  and  a  smaller  number  of  first  graders,  enter  that 
the  difference  in  numbers  will  solve  the  problem  for  another  year. 

If  it  doesn't  work  out  this  way,  then  a  third  teacher  should  be 
employed  and  a  classroom  set  up  in  the  activities  room. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  to  know  that  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  state  legislature  was  more  favorable  to  the  cause  of 
better  education  than  the  previous  session  had  been. 

One  example  of  this  was  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  State 
Aid  from  $600,000  to  $900,000  per  year.  State  Aid  for  the  Ken- 
sington School  District  was  thus  raised  from  $1124.48  in  1952- 
1953   to   $1496.81    in    1953-1954   as  a  result. 
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Also  in  order  to  improve  administrative  services  the  legislature 
made  it  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  supervisory  unions 
in  the  state  from  forty-eight  to  fifty.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
make  it  possible  to  limit  the  number  of  school  districts  in  any 
given  union  to  not  more  than  seven.  There  are  some  unions  at 
present  with  eight  or  nine  school  districts.  This  same  law  has 
also  provided  for  about  five  Helping  Teachers  in  the  larger  unions. 
This  teacher  has  already  become  an  Elementary  Supervisor  on 
a  union  wide  basis  in  some  of  the  unions.  The  law  makes  pro- 
vision for  the  state  to  pay  a  part  of  the  salary  for  such  a  teacher. 

The  response  of  the  parents  to  the  All-Risk  Student  Accident 
Insurance  program  would  indicate  that  there  is  an  interest  in 
this  type  of  insurance  coverage.  In  this  Supervisory  Union  with 
a  total  enrollment  of  about  fourteen  hundred  and  ten,  eleven 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  take  the  insurance  for  the  school  year.  In  Kensington  the 
response  was  in  about  the  same  ratio  as  for  the  union  as  a  whole. 
This  schooltime  Accident  Insurance  Plan  is  offered  at  the  nominal 
rate  of  only  one  dollar  per  student  for  the  entire  school  year. 

The  installation  of  swings  on  the  playgrounds  by  the  American 
Legion  will  be  greatly  appreciated  and  will  provide  a  good  start 
on  playground  equipment. 

The  Parent  Teacher  Association  continues  to  do  its  good  work 
for  the  interests  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Percy  Dunn  as  janitor  takes  a  great  deal  of  interest  not 
only  in  his  work  around  the  building  but  also  in  the  welfare  of 
the  teachers  and  the  boys  and  girls  both  in  the  building  and  on 
the  playground. 

I  call  to  your  attention  the  reports  of  the  school  nurse  and  the 
music  teacher  and  the  tables  which  follow  and  I  trust  that  these 
will  be  of  interest  to  you. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their  continued  co-operation  and  sup- 
port.

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Report  of  the  Music  Supervisor 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  music  supervisor  for  the  year 
1953.  Two  music  programs  were  presented  for  the  public  during 
the  year.  In  April,  the  operetta  "Lazy  Town"  was  given  at  the 
Town  Hall,  with  students  of  all  six  grades  participating.  The 
pupils  also  took  part  in  the  annual  Memorial  Day  program. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  in  September,  a  very  ben- 
eficial change  was  made  in  the  music  classes.  Instead  of  having 
two  groups  for  music,  as  we  had  had  previously,  the  six  grades 
were  divided  into  three  groups.  First  and  second  grade  chil- 
dren require  different  musical  experiences  from  those  in  which 
third  grade  children  should  participate,  so  that  having  the  first 
two  grades  in  one  group,  the  third  and  fourth  grades  in  another 
group,  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  in  a  third  group  makes  it 
possible  for  each  group  to  take  part  in  a  suitable  musical  program. 

A  large  group  in  the  third  and  upper  grades  have  purchased 
tonettes.  This  instrument  is  not  only  excellent  as  a  means  for 
reading  music,  but  also,  in  many  cases,  proves  to  be  an  incentive 
for  the  study  of  some  other  instrument  later  on. 

All  good  music  programs  should  provide  many  different  musical 
experiences,  so  that  if  one  type  does  not  appeal  to  a  child  another 
may.  Music  appreciation,  singing,  dancing,  rhythms,  creative  acti- 
vities, listening  and  reading  music  are  all  included  in  the  well- 
rounded  music  program. 

The  classroom  teachers  contribute  much  to  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  the  pupils,  through  music. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  members  of  the  School  Board, 
the  teachers  and  the  parents  for  their  co-operation.

Two  new  services  were  added  this  year  to  the  school  health 
program.  Several  children  attended  speech  clinics  at  Portsmouth 
Rehabilitation  Center.  A  few  have  had  eye  conditions  corrected 
through  the  Eye  Clinic. 

On  the  whole  the  children  have  been  remarkably  well  this 
past  year.  Quite  a  bit  of  the  credit  for  this  goes  to  the  parents 
in  Kensington  who  see  to  it  that  most  of  the  children  come  ta 
school  with  a  well-balanced  lunch.  Also,  the  parents  are  quick 
to  act  in  correcting  minor  defects  when  notes  have  been  sent  home. 

The  dental  clinic,  sponsored  by  the  P.  T.  A.,  and  serviced  by 
volunteers  from  its  ranks,  has  been  a  success.  .Almost  a  hundred 
per  cent  of  all  the  school  children  have  received  dental  care  this 
year.     This  is  a  ver}'-  enviable  record. 

One  major  need  has  not  as  yet  been  met.  That  is  a  thorough 
physical  examination  of  each  child  in  school,  which  should  be 
done  at  specified  intervals.  This  need  not  be  an  expensive  un- 
dertaking. A  qualified  physician  could  be  obtained  for  a  certain 
period  of  time  and  the  children  of  the  1st,  3rd  and  6th  grades 
given  a  complete  physical  check-up.  In  this  way,  any  condition 
that  needed  to  be  corrected  could  be  taken  care  of  early  and  not 
be  permitted  to  develop  into  a  major  defect.  The  doctor  could 
also  be  on  call  for  consultation  when  problems  arise.  The  State 
Department  of  Education  recommends  that  each  child  have  a 
minimum  of  four  comprehensive  examinations,  with  additional 
examinations  whenever  his  health  status  is  in  question,  during 
the  child's  school  career.  The  Kensington  children  do  not  have 
this  until  they  reach  Junior  High.  With  the  new  school  and  its 
excellent  facilities  for  health  examinations,  perhaps  this  void  in 
our  services  can   be  filled  this  coming  year.
